This outspoken editoVial from "The Colours," 
military training camp newspaper, which made its 
first appearance today, «s the boys left for home, 
purports to express the viewpoint of the "trainees." 

"We, the 950 youths who have made Newmarket 
our home for the past month, have undergone an 

entirely new experience. We have been training 
for a business that to all of us is both distasteful 
and hateful — WAR! But we have entered our 
training with a will because we realize that the 
Canadian government is sponsoring this program 
with a view to training us to defend the shores of 
Canada against any possible invader. 

"We, the youth of Canada, have had a tragic 
lesson taught us. Last June, we saw the impossible 
happen. France collapsed like a punctured balloon 
in an incredibly short space of time — because she 
was unprepared and confused. 

"We, the youth of Canada, are preparing our- 
selves. We are clear on one point — no invader will 
set foot inside of Canada and live, 

"All of us know what dictatorship is, how it 
regiments men, their ideas, their lives. We have 
tasted the first aloes of dictatorship— conscription. 
We do not like it. We do not like to be torn away 
from our homes, our interests, our jobs, and all we 
live for. Although we have resigned ourselves to 
this, we do not like it — so much so that any foreign 
power, or fifth column, that ever attempts to set 

jp a permanent totalitarian regime here will find 

10,000 21-year-old Canadians ranged determinedly 
and resolutely against it— defending their homes 
on Canada's shores. 

"We have also learned another lesson from 
France—flesh cannot stand against steel. During 
our training, we downed many an imaginary aero- 
plane with imaginary bullets fired by rifles out of 
date by more than 20 years. But in real warfare 
we would need more than antique muskets and 
imaginary bullets. We need modern weapons. 

"Tanks cannot be stopped by imaginary wire 
entanglements. If we, the youth of Canada, are to 
be taken from civilian life into the army, we must 
have machine-guns, modem rifles, and aeroplanes 
—plus plenty of all the other modern implements 
of war. Without them, we would be hopelessly 
crushed under the steei and petrol of a modern 
army. - 

M We, the youth of Canada, will be proud to beat 
off any attempted invasion of our shores, but we, 
just come to maturity, citizens of Canadian democ- 
racy, demand that if we are to be taken to defend 
Canada, industry too must contribute its share to 
our country's salvation by supplying us with the 

means necessary to make Canada's shores impreg- 
nable. 

"The Mobilization Act states that both men and 

wealth may ho conscripted. If the possibility of an 

invasion of Canada is so serious that volunteers for 

overseas service are dying and that we may bo 

called upon to sacrifice our lives in the near future, 

then we, the youth of Canada, insist that industry 

play to the full its supporting role lest our sacrifice 
be in vain."

EDUCATIONAL WEEK 

Next week is being marked as "Education 

Week" throughout Canada. What is the purpose? 
We suppose that it is to get people thinking about 
our schools— and teachers are the chief sponsors 
of Education Week — so that improvements may 
be brought about. We have come so far in the 
last 100 years, with the establishment of free edu- 
cation, the construction of wonderful school 
buildings in towns and cities, and the establish- 
ment of a teaching profession, that there is a 
little danger lest we think that we have arrived. 
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What changes may we expect to see in our 
educational system? A minor change frequently 
forecast is the establishment of consolidated 
schools in rural areas, to make possible better 
instruction at no increase in cost. At the present 
time the rural teacher is usually handicapped by 
having to divide his or her energies among 
children of all ages and their varying studies. 
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The consolidated school, however, is just a 
proposal for the better expenditure of money 
already being spent on education. It is our guess

The more educated, constructively-minded per- 
sons our schools can produce the more chance we 
have of steering successfully past the shoals in 
the social and economic waters ahead of the 
good ship Democracy. If we are to have reaction- 
aries in charge of our destinies, let them b*.' 
well-educated reactionaries. Likewise, if we are 
to have radicals in charge of our destinies, let 
them be well-educated radicals. In neither case 
will they be any great menace to our progress, 
neither reactionaries nor radicals will be so 
objectionable. In other words, by giving all our 
people the best possible education wc can all 
keep fairly close together in our thinking and wc 
can have progress without revolutions or threats 
of revolution. 

And that brings us to the subject of university 
education. We believe that in time our society 
will give a university education to all who can 
benefit from it. University education will be free 
for all who can make good use of it for the ulti- 
mate benefit of society. A university education 
will no longer depend on means but on capacity. 
Society will invest money in the education of its 
most promising adults, and society will reap its 
dividends in inventors, physicians, surgeons, 
lawyers, engineers, clergymen, statesmen, 
teachers, business men, farmers, leaders in every 
walk of life.

The Grand River conservation dam near Fer- 
gus will create a seven-mile lake where none 
was before.

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borne years ago, before the writer had set foot 
in this part of Ontario, he read a life of Sir Wil- 
liam Osier, the Bond Head boy who became a 
world-famous physician. At the lime of reading 
that fascinating book the writer was living not 
far from Montreal General Hospital, where, we 
believe, Osier interned as a student and later 
served as a member of the staff for some years. 



We were interested in reading a review in Satur- 
day's Toronto Star of a longer biography of Osier, 
first published in 1925, and now republished. 
The reviewer says: "It 'should command the 
attention of anyone interested in nineteenth 
century Canada, for it gives a splendid picture of 
how Osier's parents came to Ontario in 1837, 
when the nearest doctor to their parsonage was 
15 miles away at Newmarket, over roads which 
often were well-nigh impassable." Who was the 
physician at Newmarket at that time? 

It has never ceased to be a source of wonder- 
ment to us that the little village of Bond Head 

should have the fortune to be the birthplace of 
two great men, Sir William Osier and Sir 
William Mulock. In both of those homes^ — simple, 
cultured homes^ — there was that strange spark 
which fires boys to lives of great accomplishment. 
We wonder if there is any other village in 

Ontario, as small as Bond Head, which has a 
similar claim to fame.

PLOWING AS A PASTIME 
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Paul Rice in his column in the Huntsville 
Forester wrote that there were eight licenses 
required to go deer-hunting, but he was wrong — 
the correct number is nine, as a smart reader 
convinced him.

Perhaps the plowing match is destined to take 
the place of the departing fall fair or even to 
bring about a fall fair revival. The Amherst- 
burg Echo argues that the International plowing 
match, drawing great crowds without amusements 
or midway, shows that rural fairs could have 
"competition without amusements." The Echo 
says that "there was not one game of chance, no 
fancy rides and no barkers or side-shows in 
evidence/* The Newmarket fall fair went on the 

rocks long ago. So have many other fall fairs, 
but still others, for some reason, have been able 
to weather the storms and today are stronger 
than ever they were. Three of the agricultural 
fairs in this county have become principally 

horse-shows, and have made a seemingly secure 
place for themselves, but most of Ontario's con- 
tinuing fall fairs are predominantly agricultural. 
To some extent the school fairs have taken the 
place of the fall fairs in this county, but this year, 
due to the war, wc did not have even the school 
fairs. 

Plowing matches now seem to be in a healthy 
condition of growth, and are a bona fide agricul- 
tural project. North York plowmen this year are 
even stressing the kind of plowing that is done on 
the York county farm rather than the fancy high- 
cut variety of the big matches. It is a healthy 
trend, but how long will it be until someone wants 
to add a midway to the plowing matches? The 
Amherstburg Echo says: "Fairs were started in 
earlier days to provide farmers with the oppor- 
tunity of vieing with their neighbors in the 
production of good stock and grain. It was a 
community medium by which ideas could be 
exchanged and the competitors and visitors to the 
fair benefitted. Gradually the amusement theme 
crept into the fairs and has now threatened to 

over-shadow the competitive side." 

So it is in many fields. Losing sight of the 
purpose or goal leads to dry rot. The promoters

Surely we must 
be having Indian summer — such 
delightful mild days and some 
beautifully sunny as well! No 
doubt, when this gets into print, 
our balmy days may be but a 

memory* but we certainly enjoy- 
ed them — new moon and all the 
wonders of the starry heavens 

besides! At any rate, Sunday 

afternoon must have been made 

especially for "open house" up 
on Srigley St. hill, mild and 
sunny, and it was a gala after- 
noon for all who were there, if 
laughing voices and smiling faces 
mean anything. Other times, I 
have merely driven along the 
road, or round the race-track in 
the fair grounds, but this time, 
together with hundred of others, 
I invaded the camp! 

To one born and brought up 
here, one who has known the 
grand old land-mark that form- 
erly crowned Stickwood's hill, 
the quaint huge house, now 

transformed into a splendid mod- 
ern home, it was as if Aladdin 
had rubbed his magic lamp and a 
genii had appeared, and at the 
request of his master for a mod- 
ern camp, all that wonderful 
array of camp buildings sprang 
up, as it were, in a moment of 
time! I never imagined things 
could happen with so much 
speed! 

Sleeping quarters, dining-hall, 
recreation rooms, estaminet and 
all, and, on the far side, a hos- 
pital, while down in the oval 
inside the race-track, a huge 
drill-hall is in course of con- 
struction. The mud has been 
overcome by the ground being 
rolled and rolled by a big steam- 
roller, and small round stones 
rolled in to make a splendid 
causeway, while to the south and 
east arc the sleeping quarters, 
with a fine smooth rounded hill. 
with further facilities for drill 
and work-outs. 

But oh! The view! I expect 
those* I was with would have 
thought me raving if I'd said all 
I was thinking, for one could 
look away off lo the southeast to 
that lovely old woods we used to 
call Bogart s woods, in my young 
days, and where we had many a 
delightful picnic, before we 
thought we always had to go to 
a lake for a picnic. 

You could look over to where 
once was Gorham's pond, where 
we could skate — look away off 

and see the high school, where 
so many happy days were spent, 
and look west and see the town, 
where are our homes. 

But I must hurry on and tell 
about the splendid dining-halls 
with their white enamel sugar- 
bowls and butter-dishes gracing 
the tables. Then, on to the 
cook's quarters and the huge 
cooking utensils.

Why, it looked like n 
garden tool! There were tre- 
mendous dish-pans too, but our 
guide showed as the wash-rooms 
where each soldier washes his 
own enamel dishes now, to save 
the cooks, who at first washed 
all the dishes. There are three 
or four long compartments and 
they are filled with boiling water 
and disinfectant, for the first 
process, then several rinsing 
waters. 

But, the part that impressed 

me most was the refrigerator 
room. There were platters and 
platters of sliced roast beef ready 
for the Sunday evening meal, 
crates of eggs and cans of milk 
and shelves filled with other 
good things. There was also a 
store-room with supplies, and wo 
were informed they have supplies 
only for 2-1 hours and the bread 
room was also filled with shelves 
and shelves of bread and hamp- 
ers. Twenty-four hours, and it 
did look such a quantity! I think 
I am glad I do not have to keep 
house for 1.200 hungry soldier- 
boys and their officers! 

We were escorted around by a 
neighbor, who is in training 
there, and he certainly was a 
good cicerone. Our thanks were 
lightly brushed aside, for he said 
it had been a jolly time for him, 
and he'd like to dp it all over 
again if we'd but si\y the word. 
These boys will certainly hate to 
leave camp when the time comes 
— when is it? Today or tomor- 
row? And Newmarket will hate 
to see them go, for they have 
proved to bo splendid young 
chaps, from all I have heard; and 
I am sure they will look back on 
the past month with great pleas- 
tiro, and Newmarket will not be 
just another place on the map 
any more. When they come back 
for their month's training next 
year, Newmarket will welcome 
them. 

And one last thought— why not 
put out your feeding-table for 
the birds, so that they may be- 
come accustomed to it by the 
time the snow flies. I have a net 
sack that onions came in from 
the grocer's, hanging in the lilac 
tree opposite the kitchen window 
and am expecting to have many 
a pleasant time watching my 
feathered friends come to accept 
a meal from me.

1.000 British troops were lost. 
Dunkirk, he described as "about 
the size of Aurora and Newmarket 
together." During the evacuation 
he was in the water five hours and 
the troops were bombed and shell- 
ed many times. He was picked up 
by the Lancastria, a boat of 5,000 
ton capacity. 

"Every inch was jammed, there 
were nearly 15,000 on board." he 
said. "Captain Lake of Vancouver 
led the only regiment from Dun- 
kirk with equipment complete." 
The two veterans were warmly 
received by the crowd. 

C. C. Macdonald then presented a 
skit, in which ho styled himself j 
"prime minister of Aurora," with 
proposed legislation.

I.lnton read n letter from the Oat- 
nrlo f lydro-KIectrlc Power Commis- 
sion, In which the question of 
rates charged the municipality was 
discussed. 

In 1913, when the present con- 
tract wn±) entered Into, the mini- 
mum figure to he consumed was 
IGO hoi^cpower, while ihe maxi- 
mum amount mentioned Is 500 
horsepower, although there is a 
clause providing for power above 
that amount. 

"Today we are using at maxi- 
mum capacity 1,100 horsepower a 
month/' said Councillor Linton. 

Cost to the municipality for all 
power is at $25.50 per horsepower. 
according to the Hydro letter. The 
contract called originally for a 
price of $2o.r>0 up to 750 horsepower. 
From 750 to 1,000 horsepower the 
cost was to he $24.50 per horse- 
power, with the town giving 90 
days notice in writing of their in- 
tention to exceed 500 horsepower. 
Above 1.000 horsepower there was 
a proviso for a new figure per 
horsepower. 

This contract has been renewed 
by the town in 1918. 1923. 1928, 1933. 
103& and again comes up in 1JM3. 
No one knows exactly when the 
500 horsepower was reached. 
However, the commission say that 
notice for increased consumption 
was never received and they sup- 
plied the power without notice but 
at no rebate to the town. 

"We have no way of checking 



ing to do their share to cut down 
on the recurring costs of repeated 
appeals. 

"As publishers of a newspaper we 
stand to lose by this method, hut 
because we believe it to be the 
right method, we strongly approve 
of it.
